Debate  square-off 
to  be  aired  tonight

On  the  eve  of  the  Great  Debates, 
President  Ford  is  holding  dress 
rehearsals  at  the  White  House  while 
Jimmy  Carter  is  resting  and  studying 
issues  after  offering  his  first  detailed 
suggestion  for  reorganizing  the 
government. 

Their  first  nationally  televised 
debate,  on  economic  and  domestic 
issues,  will  be  held  in  Philadelphia 
tonight.  Two  more  Ford-Carter 
debates,  on  other  issues,  will  follow. 

Presidential  advisers  say  Ford  is 
rehearsing  with  his  aides  acting  as 
reporters  who  fire  questions  at  him. 
Aides  say  the  exercise  is  aimed  at 
honing  his  responses  to  questions  likely 
to  be  asked  before  the  national 
television  audience. 

Ford  aides  say  he  is  hoping  to  dispel 
doubts  about  his  intelligence  and 
ability.  “He  wants  to  appear  informed, 
decisive  and  experienced  while 
picturing  Carter  as  the  opposite,”  one 
aide  said. 

For  his  dress  rehearsal,  Ford  planned 
to  perform  before  videotape  cameras 
that  would  allow  him  to  replay  and 
refine  his  responses. 

Carter’s  aides  said  the  Democratic 
nominee  planned  no  special 
preparations  for  the  debate  other  than 


that  now  deal  with  energy  questions, 
replacing  them  with  a  Cabinet-level 
department.  He  said  he  would  abolish 
the  Federal  Energy  Administration,  the 
Federal  Power  Commission,  the  Energy 
Research  and  Development 
Administration  and  the  Energy 
Resources  Council. 

Such  a  move,  he  said,  would 
eliminate  “the  overlap,  duplication  and 
inconsistency  of  the  present  structure.” 

There  are  20  agencies  concerned  with 
one  aspect  or  another  of  energy  policy 
now,  but  they  have  no  central  plan, 
creating  a  “jumble,”  he  said.  He  added, 
“I  will  give  the  development  of 
coherent  energy  policy.  .  .the  highest 
priority.” 

Streamlining  the  government  has 
been  a  major  theme  of  the  Carter 
Campaign,  and  the  candidate  carried 
out  a  similar  project  when  he  was 
governor  of  Georgia. 

House  Republican  leaders  claimed 
Tuesday  Jimmy  Carter  is  playing  a 
“cynical  and  deceptive”  game  by 
promising  new  federal  programs  that 
would  cost  $700  billion  by  1980  with 
no  intention  of  delivering  them. 

The  figure  was  drawn  from  an 


analysis  prepared  by  the  Republican 
Policy  Committee  of  what  it  said  were 
commitments  by  the  Democratic 
presidential  candidate  and  his  party’s 
platform. 

The  analysis,  distributed  at  a  news 
conference  by  the  House  GOP 
leadership  group,  said  a  middle-range 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  Democratic 
proposals  would  increase  federal 
spending  by  $217.1  billion. 

Financing  sucn  an  increase  would 
require  raising  taxes  by  64  per  cent,  the 
analysis  said. 

“He  has  no  intention  of  delivering,” 
said  Rep.  Barber  B.  Conable  Jr.,  of 
New  York,  who  heads  the  committee. 
“The  cost  is  so  staggering  the  American 
people  wouldn’t  stand  for  it.” 

A  Democratic  spokesman  promptly 
countercharged  the  Republicans  were 
using  “phony  figures”  arrived  at  by 
double  counting. 

House  Budget  Committee  chairman 
Brock  Adams,  D-Wash.,  told  reporters 
the  GOP  statement  had  failed  to  take 
into  account  that  many  of  the 
Democratic  proposals  would  absorb  or 
replace  existing  programs  and  not 
simply  pile  more  spending  on  top  of 
them.

Meanwhile,  the  sponsors  of  the 
debate,  the  League  of  Women  Voters, 
denied  that  the  second  debate,  which  is 
se;t  for  Oct.  6,  will  be  in  San 
Francisco’s  War  Memorial  Veterans 
Building. 

The  president  of  the  board  that 
operates  the  building  had  said  the 
debate  would  be  there.  But  a 
spokesman  for  the  league  said  that 
while  San  Francisco  is  being  considered 
along  with  other  cities,  the  veterans 
building  has  been  ruled  out  for 
technical  reasons. 

Both  Carter’s  running  mate,  Sen. 
Walter  Mondale,  and  Ford’s  running 
mate,  Sen.  Bob  Dole,  planned  to 
campaign  today. 

As  Carter  relaxed  at  home  in  Plains; 
Ga.,  his  campaign  organization  issued 
the  first  details  of  what  the  Democratic 
nominee  has  promised  would  be  an 
overhaul  of  the  federal  bureaucracy. 

In  a  statement,  Carter  said  he 
would  abolish  four  existing  agencies 
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for  helping  South  American  aliens  win 
their  citizenship,  defeated  state 
Assemblyman  Byron  Baer  by  about 

3.500  votes  in  a  Democratic  primary 
called  following  allegations  of  vote 
fraud  in  their  first  contest  June  8. 
Helstoski  had  won  the  first  election  by 

1.500  votes. 

Albert’s  aide,  Charles  Ward,  was 
defeated  in  a  Democratic  runoff  by 
State  Sen.  Wes  Satkins,  who  also 
defeated  him  in  the  first  primary.  Ward 
had  been  endorsed  by  Albert,  who  is 
retiring. 

There  were  two  other  Oklahoma 
contests. 

In  one,  Carol  McCurley,  a  housewife, 
defeated  Stephen  Jones,  a  former 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union  lawyer, 
for  a  Republican  nomination.  She  will 
face  Rep.  Glenn  English  in  November. 

In  the  other,  former  hospital 
administrator  Tom  Dunlap  won  the 
Democratic  nomination  for  the  seat  of 
retiring  Republican  Rep.

In  Washington  congressional  races, 
Democratic  incumbents  Brock  Adams 
and  Lloyd  Meeds  were  renominated 
easily.

who  to  vote  for,  but  he  will  watch  the 
debate  anyway.  The  Yakima,  Wash, 
freshman,  majoring  in  chemistry,  said  it 
“could  influence”  his  decision,  but  he 
doubted  it.  He  said  he  thought  it  would 
be  helpful  to  the  nation  as  a  whole. 

Another  person  who  has  already 
decided  who  to  vote  for,  Mallani 
Palmer,  will  probably  watch  the  debate 
“a  little,  but  not  very  much.” 

Miss  Palmer,  a  sophomore  in  general 
education  from  Thatcher,  Az.,  said 
even  though  she  has  decided  who  to 
vote  for,  the  debates  should  be 
“interesting  because  the  two  candidates 
should  really  get  involved  in  the 
issues.” 

Gayle  Groff,  from  Thousand  Oaks, 
Calif.,  is  not  planning  on  watching  the 
debate.  Her  problem  may  be  similar  to 
many  other  BYU  students,  “I  don’t 
have  a  TV,”  she  said.  Miss  Groff,  a 
special  education  major,  said  one  of  the 
reasons  she  will  not  watch  it  on  campus 
is  that  she  has  already  decided  who  to 
vote  for. 

Lori  Poplin,  a  sophomore  from 
Ukiah,  Calif.,  is  planning  on  watching 
the  debates.  She  said  it  will  not  be 
helpful  to  her  because  she  has  already 
made  a  decision  based  on  studying  the 
issues.

Political  Involvement  Week  ’76 
continues  today  with  voter  registration 
and  four  films. 

Joe  Ferguson,  Republican  candidate 
for  Congress  in  the  1st  District,  spoke 
Wednesday  in  the  East  Ballroom, 
ELWC. 

“I’m  an  outspoken  fellow,”  Joe 
Ferguson  said  when  asked  whether  he 
would  initiate  legislation  for  changes  to 
bring  about  some  of  his  proposals.  He 
said  that  he  would  support  other  bills 
representing  his  views  at  first  instead  of 
charging  in  and  yelling  at  everybody  to 
rally  behind  him. 

The  free  films  featured  today  in  the 
Varsity  Theater  include  “Meet  Jimmy 
Carter”  at  noon,  “Politics  at  the  Grass 
Roots”  at  1 1  a.m.  and  “The  Right  to 
Know”  at  1  p.m.  This  last  film  shows 
the  Senate  hearings  on  Watergate  with 
the  growth  of  classification,  news 
management,  and  secrecy  depicted. 

“The  Candidate,”  with  Robert 
Bedford,  is  still  being  shown  nightly  at 
the  Varsity  Theater.  It  offers  an 
in-depth  look  at  a  candidate  and  his 
campaign  and  reveals  how  a  politician 
can  be  twisted  by  the  pressure  of 
winning  to  changed  his  views. 

The  voter  registration  table  has 
succeeded  in  signing  up  1,400 
out-of-state  students  for  absentee 
ballots.  This  program  has  been  a 
highlight  of  the  week,  according  to  Bill 
Sadleir,  Academics  vice  president. 

Ferguson,  spoke  of  the  danger  to  the 
Constitution  by  the  executive  branch 
of  government.  He  cited  the  creation  of 
10  federal  regions  to  cover  the  United 
States.  He  said  this  shows  a  shift  of 
power  from  the  legislature  to.  the 
executive  branch’  because  tl  icse  regions 1 
fall  under  the  executive  branch.’ Tw* 
legislature  created  404  new  laws  last 
year,  while  the  executive  agencies  made 
7,496  laws,  Ferguson  said. 


“The  solution  to  our  problems  as  a 
country  demand  a  return  to 
constitutional  government,  the 
following  of  righteous  values  as  laid  out 
in  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  the 
balancing  of  the  federal  budget,” 
Ferguson  said. 

“It  is  a  fallacy  that  high  government 
spending  bposts  the  economy.  We  are 
now  in  a  period  where  federal  spending 
is  at  its  highest  in  history  and  we  just 
got  out  of  the  middle  of  a  recession,” 
he  noted. 

Of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  Ferguson 
said,  “We  cannot  separate  Christianity 
from  government.”  He  said  that  does 
not  mean  particular  parties  should  be 
supported,  but  that  certain  values  are 
always  right. 

Ferguson  will  face  Democratic 
Congressman  Gunn  McKay  and 
American  party  candidate  Harry 
Gerlach  in  the  November  general 
election.

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The  purpose  of  the  BYU  Press  Open  House 
today  from  noon  to  6  p.m:  in  347  ELWC  is  to 
give  writers  answers  to  any  questions  they 
may  have  concerning  the  editing,  design, 
printing,  or  marketing  of  a  book,  said  Rick 
Bailey,  advertising  and  promotion  manager  for 
the  press. 

The  first  question  an  author  should  ask 
himself  is,  “What  do  I  want  to  do  with  my 
manuscript  —  and  is  there  a  need  for  it?”, 
according  to  Gail  Bell,  managing  editor  for 
BYU  Press. 

Mrs.  Bell  explained  that  the  BYU  Press  is 
geared  to  audiences  that  fall  under  two  main 
groups;  scholarly  and  creative  writing.  “We 
usually  ask  the  author  to  leave  his  manuscript 
with  us  so  that  it  can  be  reviewed,”  she  said. 
Mrs.  Bell  will  read  it  first  and  if  she  feels  that 
it  has  merit  will,  with  the  help  of  the  faculty, 
recommend  two  experts  on  the  subject  who 
will  review  the  manuscript  and  make 
recommendations.  One  reviewer  will  be 
chosen  from  off-campus  to  assure  an  unbiased 
opinion,  she  said. 


With  the  reviews  in  hand  the  staff  will 
analyze  it  from  the  standpoint  of  design  cost, 
format  and  marketing  analysis,  Mrs.  Bell  said. 
This  information  is  collected  and  presented  to 
an  Editorial  Board  for  their  recommendations. 
This  may  take  two  or  three  months  and  the 
author  is  kept  informed  as  the  process 
continues,  she  said.  The  manuscript  receives 
more  care  and  there  is  less  chance  for  errors 
because  one  editor  is  assigned  to  see  it 
through  from  beginning  to  end,  Mrs.  Bell  said. 

Ernest  L.  Olson,  director  of  the  BYU  Press, 
said  he  is  interested  in  receiving  more 
scholarly  and  creative  writing  manuscripts 
from  local  as  well  as  national  authors. 

Bruce  Atterton,  business  manager,  has 
several  royalty  payment  plans  for  the 
successful  author.  The  plan  that  pays  the 
highest  royalty  also  keeps  the  book  price 
lowest,  he  said.  “This  is  accomplished,” 
explained  Atterton,  “by  paying  out  the 
printing  cost  first  and  then  computing  the 
royalty.” 

Bailey  is  concerned  with  whether  the  book 
will  sell  or  not.  Bailey  emphasized  pinning 
down  who  the  audience  is. 


WASHINGTON  -  President  Ford  signed  a  record 
$104.3-biHion  defense  appropriation  bill  Wednesday  that  lets  the 
winner  of  the  presidential  election  decide  whether  to  go  ahead 
with  full  production  of  the  B1  bomber.

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'Family  doctor' 
delivers  his  own 


MOSCOW  -  Smokers  won’t  be  able  to  light  up  while  sitting  at 
a  table  in  any  Moscow  restaurant -at  least  not  if  they  want 
something  to  eat. 

A  spokesman  for  the  municipal  council  said  Wednesday  that 
the  council  had  adopted  a  regulation  to  ban  smoking  at  all  tables 
in  the  city’s  120  restaurants  and  that  40  restaurants  had  already 
instituted  the  ban. 

Smoking  will  be  permitted  only  in  the  rest  rooms  and  in  special 
smoking  foyers  that  restaurants  will  be  required  to  provide. 

The  council  spokesman  said  in  a  telephone  interview  that  the 
regulation  has  been  passed  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  a  ministry  spokesman  said  authorities  will  go  easy 
on  violators  at  first  but  have  a  strong  weapon  to  enforce  the  rule. 

“We  won’t  fine  them,  but  they  won’t  get  anything  to  eat,”  he 
said.

J.  Kyle  Clark  II  was  Dr.  Clark’s  last  delivery  before  he  closed 
his  office  and  retired  from  family  medicine,  Mrs.  Clark  said.

WASHINGTON  -  Most  of  the  underdeveloped  nations, 
including  the  very  poorest,  managed  some  economic  growth  in 
the  past  two  years  despite  the  world  recession  and  high  inflation, 
the  World  Bank  reported  Wednesday.

LONDON  -  A  royal  commission  warned  Britain  against  a 
major  commitment  to  nuclear  power  for  electricity  Wednesday, 
citing  two  major  reasons  —  the  danger  posed  by  nuclear  wastes 
and  the  “entirely  credible”  possibility  that  terrorists  could  seize 
material  to  build  a  bomb. 

The  commission  said  the  environmental  pollution  that  could  be 
caused  by  nuclear  power  stations  carries  “grave  potential 
implications  for  mankind”  and  urged  stepped  up  research  in 
alternative  power  sources  such  as  tides,  wind  and  sun. 

The  report  warned  there  should  be  no  big  nuclear  expansion  in 
Britain  until  there  is  a  safe  way  to  dispose  indefinitely  of  highly 
radioactive  wastes.

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WASHINGTON  -  The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  today 
banned  the  artificial  colors  used  to  make  maraschino  cherries  red 
and  jelly  beans  and  licorice  black,  saying  their  safety  is 
questionable. 

Laboratory  tests  with  dogs  suggest  that  food  dye  called  Red. 
No.  4  may  cause  urinary  bladder  polyps  and  atrophy  of  the 
adrenal  glands,  the  FDA  said.  Furthermore,  there  is  no  reliable 
testing  method  to  assure  that  the  color  carbon  black  does  not 
contain  a  cancer-causing  byproduct,  the  agency  said.

(AP)  -  William  and  Emily  Harris 
appear  in  court  here  today  for  arraignment  in  the 
1974  kidnapping  of  Patricia  Hearst,  one  day  before 
the  newspaper  heiress  is  sentenced  for  a  Symbionese 
Liberation  Army  bank  robbery. 

Harris  was  in  jail  Wednesday  on  the  10th  floor  of 
the  Alameda  County  Courthouse  and  his  wife  was  en 
route  to  another  Oakland  jail  from  Los  Angeles, 
where  both  were  convicted  of  a  crime  spree. 

Their  arraignment  in  Berkeley  Municipal  Court  on 
Thursday  will  be  the  first  court  action  directly 
involving  the  Feb.  4,  1974,  kidnaping  of  Miss  Hearst 
from  her  Berkeley  apartment  by  the  SLA.

The  grand  jury  is  scheduled  to  meet  Monday  - 
with  Miss  Hearst  testifying  as  a  willing  witness  against 
the  Harrises  —  to  consider  returning  an  indictment  to 
replace  the  19-count  complaint  on  which  the  couple 
will  be  arraigned  Thursday. 


Meanshile,  an  Episcopal  priest  said  Miss  Hearst  had 
taken  on  a  new  spirtual  commitment.  The  Rev. 
Edward  J.  Dumke,  a  longtime  friend  of  the  Hearsts, 
said  the  heiress  had  been  receiving  Communion  and 
religious  counseling  from  him  for  the  last  year.

DETROIT  (AP)  -  The  nationwide  walkout  against 
Ford  Motor  Co.  began  its  second  week  Wednesday, 
with  no  hint  of  a  major  breakthrough  on  the  key 
issue  -  more  paid  time  off  the  job  -  despite  a 
scheduled  third  straight  day  of  bargaining. 

The  strike  has  idled  170,000  United  Auto  Workers 
members  in  the  United  States  and  already  has  forced 
layoffs  of  at  least  2,000  workers  in  related  industries. 

Ford  President  Lee  A.  Iacocca  said  Tuesday  that 
the  talks  were  getting  “heavy,”  but  a  union  source 
said  the  two  sides  remained  far  apart  on  virtually 
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every  issue. 

“There  should  be  some  major  movement  on 
disputed  issues  within  the  next  couple  of  days,  but 
we’re  still  far  from  a  settlement,”  the  source  said.  “It 
will  take  many,  many  days  for  the  pieces  to  fall  into 
place.”  Iacocca  painted  a  brighter  picture,  saying  “I 
think  we’re  on  track”  in  the  current  talks.  He  could 
give  no  estimate  of  how  long  the  strike  might 
continue.

V  professor  disproves  theory 
in  weevil,  boy  leaf  experiment 
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An  experiment  has  disproved  the 
common  belief  that  weevils  are  killed 
by  the  strong  aroma  of  bay  leaves 
placed  among  dry  food  stuffs, 
according  to  a  BYU  nutrition  teacher. 

“It  looked  like  the  weevils  used  the 
leaves  for  salad  to  go  with  their  grain,” 
said  Dr.  John  Hal  Johnson,  associate 
professor  of  food  and  science 
concerning  experiments  in  the  Food 
Science  and  Nutrition  department. 

Dr.  Johnson  said  he  found  some 
weevils  in  a  package  of  farina,  a 
cookable  cereal  he  bought,  and  decided 
to  kill  them  with  bay  leaves.  A  month 
later  the  weevils  continued  to  thrive  on 
the  farina  and  also  began  to  multiply. 

He  said  he  now  doubts  if  bay  leaves 
will  prevent  weevils  from  getting  into 
infested  food,  “but  there  is  a 
possibility.” 

Consumers  can  easily  bring  home 
•weevil  eggs  unknowingly,  said  Dr. 
Johnson  “Prepackaged  products  which 
are  already  infested  when  purchased  do 
not  show  evidence  of  their  presence, 
only  when  the  winged  weevils  fly  out 
of  the  cupboard  are  they  usually 
detected,”  he  said. 

When  the  weevils  are  discovered,  all 
opened  foods  should  be  removed  from 
the  cupboards,  spilled  food  picked  up 
and  cracks  and  holes  in  the  cupboard 
plugged  up,  he  said. 

Since  his  experiment  with  the  bay 
leaves,  Dr.  Johnson  said  many 
homemakers  have  called  him  and 
confirmed  by  their  own  experience 
that  bay  leaves  do  not  keep  weevils 
out. 

He  said  that  one  of  the  best  ways  to 
help  prevent  infestation  is  to  shop  at 
stores  which  rotate  their  dried  food 
stock  and  have  a  high  turnover  of 
goods. 

House  ratifies 
air  fare  cuts 

WASHINGTON  (AP) 

-  The  House  voted 
overwhelmingly  Tuesday 
to  authorize  reduced  air 
fares  for  handicapped 
persons  and  those  60  or 
older. 

The  bill,  sent  to  the 
Senate,  would  authorize 
the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  to  approve  such 
fares,  on  a  space-available 


Dr.  Johnson  suggests  using  one  of  the 
following  ways  to  eliminate  weevils 
from  grains,  beans  or  other  dried 
foods: 

(1)  Put  the  food  in  an  air-tight 
container;  just  a  few  inches  from  the 
bottom,  place  a  chunk  of  dry  ice.  He 
suggests  a  half-pound  for  a  four  to  five 
gallon  container.  Put  the  lid  on  loosely 
for  four  to  seven  hours,  or  overnight, 
to  allow  the  gas  to  escape.  Then  tighten 
the  lid  completely.  The  container  will 
explode  if  the  gas  is  not  allowed  to 
escape,  he  cautioned. 


(2)  Take  a  sealable  container  which 
has  the  food  already  in  it  and  place  the 
container  in  the  deep  freeze  for  one 
week.  That  kills  all  the  pests  and  their 


(3)  Spread  the  food  product  to  more 
than  two  inches  thick  on  a  baking  sheet 
and  heat  in  the  oven  at  160  degrees 
Fahrenheit  for  two  hours.  This  method 
may  be  practical  for  many  products 
because  they  would  be  partially 
cooked. 


Teton  flood  victims 
claim  $400  million 


IDAHO  FALLS,  Idaho  (AP)  - 
Claims  from  the  June  5  Teton  Dam 
collapse  are  not  expected  to  exceed 
$400  million,  says  Lloyd  Erickson, 
chief  claims  officer  for  the  Bureau  of 
Reclamation. 

Congress  earlier  appropriated  $200 
million  and  President  Ford  this  week 
asked  for  another  $200  million,  which 
Congress  is  expected  to  approve. 

Erickson  said  the  bureau  has  paid 
12,056  claims  totaling  $26  million  and 
has  pending  2,396  claims  totaling  $104 
million.  He  said  some  corporations, 
including  some  utilities,  have  not  yet 
submitted  their  claims.

Genealogist  submits  claim 
for  33  Hughes  relatives 


HOUSTON  (AP)  -  Claims  for  33 
persons,  who  say  they  are  relatives  of 
Howard  Hughes,  have  been  filed 
against  the  estate  of  the  late  billionaire 
recluse. 

W.A.  Jones  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  who 
described  himself  as  a  genealogical 
investigator,  filed  the  claims  Tuesday 
in  the  court  of  Harris  County  Probate 
Judge  Pat  Gregory. 

The  list  also  will  be  filed  in  Nevada, 
California  and  Delaware  where  legal 
actions  concerning  the  multi-billion 
dollar  estate  also  are  pending. 

Twenty  other  Hughes  relatives  have 
already  signed  an  agreement  to  divide 
the  estate  in  the  event  no  will  is 
authenticated  and  admitted  to 
probate.

died  without  a  will,”  Jones  said.  “The 
so  called  Mormon  will  that  names 
Noah  Dietrich  as  executor  is  an 
obvious  fraud.

ATLANTA  (AP)  - 
Polio  vaccine  shortages 
are  being  reported  by  two 
state  health  departments 
because  of  a  contract 
disagreement  between  a 
federal  agency  and  a 
vaccine  supplier  anxious 
to  protect  itself  from 
possible  lawsuits. 

The  federal  Center 
for  Disease  Control  here 
said  the  impasse  comes 
at  the  height  of  the 
traditional  school  pupil 
vaccination  season  and  a 
time  when  federal  health 
officials  fear  declining 
immunization  could  lead 
to  new  outbreaks  of  the 
paralyzing  disease. 

Negotiations  are  at  the 
stalemate  between  the 
CDC,  which  distributes 
vaccines  to  most  states, 
and  Lederle  Laboratores, 
the  principal  supplier  of 
the  vaccine,  a  CDC 
spokeswoman,  said. 

The  company  fears 
lawsuits  that  could  arise 

of  thePvaccine.

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Food  cost  expected  to  rise  slowly

Slowly,  over  weeks  and  months  but  in 
pennies  that  add  up  to  dollars,  the  prices  you 
pay  for  food  are  going  up. 

—The  Agriculture  Department  says  food 
prices  as  a  whole  may  go  3  to  4  per  cent 
higher  through  June  of  1977  than  they  did  in 
the  first  half  of  this  year. 

-Sugar  producers  say  the  price  of  their 
product  should  go  up  because  of  President 
Ford’s  actions  Tuesday  in  tripling  the  tax  on 
li  sugar  grown  outside  the  United  States. 

L  —And  the  Agriculture  Department  also 
announced  that  the  second  increase  this  year 
Sin  price  supports  for  manufacturing-grade 
milk  will  have  some  effect  on  consumers. _ 


The  government  announced  on  Tuesday 
that  consumer  prices  increased  by  five-tenths 
of  1  per  cent  in  August.  The  rate  of  increase 
has  not  changed  in  the  last  three  months. 

Labor  Department  statistics  showed  that 
inflation  is  running  at  an  annual  rate  of  about 
6  per  cent,  in  line  with  administration 
forecasts.  The  department  said  a  decline  in 
meat  prices  failed  to  offset  higher  costs  for 
most  other  foods,  fuel  and  clothing. 

On  the  eve  of  the  first  debate  of  the 
presidential  campaign,  the  White  House  noted 
that  consumer  prices  have  been  relatively 
stable  for  nearly  six  months,  and  spokesman 
Ron  Nessen  said  President  Ford  feels  “it  is 
essential  to  continue  steps  to  hold  down 
inflation.” 


And  Ford,  under  pressure  from  Southern 
congressmen  from  areas  he  will  visit  next 
week,  took  steps  to  bolster  sagging  sugar 
prices. 

Saying  he  was  protecting  domestic  sugar 
producers,  Ford  tripled  the  imported  sugar 
tariff  from  62.5  cents  per  hundred  pounds  to 
S  1.8714. 

Sugar  producers  predicted  that  the  decision 
by  Ford  would  mean  retail  prices  will  increase 
in  the  short  run  by  about  a  penny  a  pound. 
Some  producers  complained  that  the  tariff 
hike  wasn’t  enough. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Agriculture 
Department  said  Americans  are  eating  more 
red  meat  than  they  have  in  four  years,  and  it

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Communist  Vietnam  is 
now  in  a  position  to  seek  major  loans  after  winning 
membership  in  two  organizations  to  which  the 
United  States  contributes  substantial  amounts  of 
money. 

The  United  States  was  unsuccessful  Tuesday  in 
blocking  Vietnam’s  membership  in  the  World  Bank. 
U  S.  officials  also  were  unsuccessful  in  keeping  Hanoi 
out  of  the  International  Monetary  Fund  last  week. 

The  two  international  institutions  annually 
dispense  billions  of  dollars  in  financial  assistance 
under  various  lending  programs  and  Vietnam  is 
expected  to  qualify  for  aid.

advocates 

commitment 


SUN  VALLEY,  Idaho  (AP)  -  What  does  it  take  to 
make  a  great  newspaper? 

The  publisher  of  one  of  America’s  most  famous, 
the  Washington  Post,  says  quality  comes  from  making 
an  investment  and  a  commitment  “and  not  all  papers 
can  afford  to  do  that.” 

“You  have  to  get  the  best,  most  professional  people 
you  can,  give  them  the  leeway  they  need,  and  back 
them  up,”  said  Katherine  Graham,  Washington  Post 
publisher. 

“I  speak  first  hand  when  1  say  this  is  not  always 
comfortable,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Graham  was  in  Sun  Valley  for  a  newspaper 
advertising  convention. 

The  Post  and  its  reporters  received  a  lot  of 
publicity  through  its  work  in  breaking  the  Watergate 
case,  which  eventually  led  to  the  resignation  of 
former  president  Richard  Nixon. 

Mrs.  Graham  said  she’s  not  so  sure  all  that  publicity 
will  be  beneficial  to  the  paper. 

“Anything  with  as  big  an  impact  as  Watergate 
changes  you  somewhat,”  she  said.  “I  hope  we’re  still 
trying,  as  we  were  before,  to  do  the  job  we’re 
supposed  to  be  doing.  I  believe  fervently  that  it  is  not 
our  role  to  be  on  stage. 

“Publishers,  editors  and  other  people  in  our 
profession  should  not  try  to  be  in  the  public  eye.  It’s 
not  our  job  to  capture  the  limelight.” 

She  said  the  Post’s  role  in  the  Watergate  affair  was 
strictly  informational.  “There  was  no  motive  in 
Watergate  other  than  we  would  have  in  any  other 
investigative  story,  to  inform  the  public,”  she  said. 

Although  her  paper  gained  considerable  stature 
because  of  its  work  in  Watergate,  Mrs.  Post  said  it’s 
hard  to  pick  the  “best”  newspaper  in  the  country. 

“Nobody  can  feel  they  have  the  best  paper  in  the 
country,”  she  said.  “You  try  to  be  the  best,  to  do  the 
best  job  you  can. 

“Papers  in  smaller  markets  may  do  as  good  or  a 
better  job.  They  just  aren’t  as  conspicuous  because 
they  don’t  happen  to  be  in  Washington. 

“Look  at  the  Pulitzers,  which  are  definitive. 
They’ve  gone  to  lots  of  other  places.  Lots  of  work  is 
being  done  elsewhere.” 

To  continue  to  attract  readers,  Mrs.  Graham  said 
newspapers  must  make  themselves  essential  to  the 
people. 

“We  must  inform  them,  which  is  our  main 
obligation  and  one  we  must  never  take  an  eye  off. 
But  we  also  must  entertain  them,”  she  said.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  With  the 
threat  of  losing  baseball’s  antitrust 
exemption  hanging  over  their  heads, 
Commissioner  Bowie  Kuhn,  the  two 
league  presidents  and  two  club  owners 
have  told  Congress  that  the  National 
League  will  expand. 

However,  no  timetable  was  given  for 
the  expansion  Tuesday,  when  Kuhn 
and  the  baseball  hierarchy  urged 
Congress  not  to  take  away  baseball’s 
special  status  —  immunity  to  the 
antimonopoly  laws  which  the  other  pro 
sports  do  not  enjoy. 

The  biggest  obstacle  to  expansion,  as 
shown  last  spring  when  the  NL  declined 
to  go  into  Toronto  and  Washington, 
was  the  need  for  unanimous  consent  of 
the  12  club  owners,  Congress  was  told. 

M.  Donald  Grant,  chairman  of  the 
.  New  York  Mets,  told  the.  Select.  House 
.^Committee  on  , Professional  Sports 
7  there  were  a  fe'w  owners  who  want  to 
change  the  rule  and  were  trying  to 
persuade  those  who  are  opposeci.  If 
they  cannot  be  convinced,  Grant  said, 
there  would  be  a  legal  test  of  the 
unanimous  vote  rule. 

National  League  President  Chub 
Feeney,  who  said  he  has  favored  a 
change  in  the  rules  for  some  time  and 
promised  to  support  Grant,  said 
afterwards,  that  a  move  to  change  the 
rules  probably  would  come  at 
baseball’s  annual  winter  meeting  Dec.  3 
in  Los  Angeles. 

Even  if  the  rules  were  changed  then, 
Feeney  said,  the  National  League  could 
not  act  on  expansion  to  place  teams  in 
new  cities  for  the  1977  season  as  the 
American  League  did  when  it  voted  to 
move  to  Toronto  and  Seattle  last 
spring.  He  Said  there  would  not  be 
enough  time. 

Grant  said  that  there  were  at  least 
eight,  and  possibly  1 0  clubs,  that  favor 
expansion.  Last  spring,  it  was  believed 
that  only  Cincinnati  and  Philadelphia 
Opposed  the  action. 


He  also  said  there  were  more  than 
seven  club  owners  who  were  prepared 
to  vote  for  a  change  in  the  rules,  with 
possibly  as  many  as  nine  or  10.  In 
order  to  change  the  unanimous  consent 
rule  on  expansion,  a  unanimous  vote  is 
needed. 

The  House  sports  committee  was 
created  last  spring  after  baseball 
refused  to  place  a  team  in  the  nation’s 
capital,  which  lost  the  Washington 
Senators  to  Texas  in  1971,  a  decision 
that  was  made  five  years  ago  Tuesday. 

Chairman  B.F.  Sisks,  D-Calif.,  and 
vice  chairman  Frank  Horton,  R-N.Y., 
headed  an  ad  hoc  congressional 
committee  which  unsuccessfully  sought 
a  team  for  the  past  five  years. 


PONTIAC,  Mich.  (AP)  -  Pontiac 
Stadium  almost  became  an  impromptu 
maternity  ward  during  Sunday’s 
Detroit  Lions— Atlanta  Falcons 
National  Football  League  game. 

An  unidentified  woman  apparently 
went  into  labor  during  the  game  and 
was  rushed  into  one  of  the  ambulances 
kept  on  hand  at  the  mammoth  domed 
stadium.  The  ambulance  headed  for 
one  of  the  huge  double  doors  which  are 
located  at  opposite  ends  of  the 
stadium. 

But  when  they  arrived  at  one  set  of 
closed  doors,  the  ambulance  crew  was 
told  they  couldn’t  make  their  exit  until 
the  open  doors  at  the  other  end  of  the 
stadium  were  shut. 

The  Pontiac  facility  is  covered  by  a 
unique  fabric  roof  kept  aloft  by  air 
pressure  inside  the  stadium.  According 
to  officials,  if  doors  at  both  ends  of  the 
stadium  had  been  opened 
simultaneously,  the  roof  would  have 
collapsed  atop  the  thousands  of  fans 
watching  the  game.

1976  issues  outlined 


President  Ford  and  Jimmy  Carter 
are  sure  to  cover  some  familiar  ground 
in  their  debate  tonight  on  domestic 
and  economic  issues. 

Some  of  the  topics  that  the 
candidates  have  spoken  on  include 
amnesty,  education,  energy,  farm 
policies,  housing,  inflation, 
reorganization  of  government, 
spending,  and  urban  affairs.  Here  is  a 
brief  guide  as  to  what  they  have  said 
on  other  questions. 

ABORTION:  Both  men  personally 
oppose  abortion.  Carter  also  says  he 
does  not  favor  “a  constitutional 


amendment  which  would  prohibit  all 
abortions,  nor  one  that  would  give 
states  local  options  to  ban  abortions.” 
Ford  opposes  a  national  ban  on 
abortion,  but  supports  “an 
amendment  which  would  permit  each 
state,  or  the  voters  in  each  state,  to 
make  the  decision  on  that  state’s 
abortion  policy.” 

BUSING:  Both  men  oppose  forced 
busing.  Carter  says  he  will  support  the 
rulings  of  the  federal  courts,  however, 
and  does  not  believe  the  subject 
should  be  “reopened  with  a 
constitutional  amendment.”  Ford  says

Dr.  Trevor  Colboum,  also  a  history 
professor  at  San  Diego  State,  will 
deliver  the  first  of  two  speeches  today 
at  4  p.m.  in  205  JRCB,  entitled  “The 
Classical  Origins  of  American 
Independence.”  “The  Ancient  World 
and  the  Consummation  of  the 
American  Revolution:  The 
Constitution  of  1787,”  will  be  the 
topic  of  the  second  lecture,  which  will 
be  Friday  at  noon  in  the  Pardoe  Drama 
Theatre  HFAC. 

Dr.  Colbourn,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Bicentannial  Lecturers,  will 
be  co-sponsored  by  the  Department  of 
Classical,  Biblical  and  Middle  Eastern 
languages  and  by  the  American 
Philological  Association’s  Committee 
on  Classical  Humanities  in  the 
American  Republic,  with  the  assistance 
of  funds  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities. 

“A  Bicentennial  Program”  is  one  of  a 


Dr.  Trevor  Colbourn

series  of  lectures  presented  to 
numerous  universities  across  the 
nation. 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  “to 
point  out  that  the  classics  did  play  an 
important  role  in  the  founding  of  our 
nation,”  said  Dr.  R.  Douglas  Phillips, 
chairman  of  Classical,  Biblical  and 
Middle  Eastern  Languages. 

The  public  is  invited  to  attend  these 
lectures. 


“busing  as  a  remedy  ought  to  be  the 
last  resort  and  . .  .  limited  in  scope  to 
correcting  the  effects  of  previous 
constitutional  violations.”  He  sent 
legislation  to  Congress  to  limit  busing. 

HEALTH  INSURANCE:  Carter 
urges  “a  national  health  insurance 
program,  financed  by  general-tax 
.revenues  and  employer-employee 
shared  payroll  taxes  which  is  universal 
and  mandatory.”  He  says  the  added 
annual  federal  expenditure  might  be 
$10  billion,  but  has  not  provided 
specific  details.  Ford  opposes  an 
all-inclusive  national  health  insurance, 
but  has  proposed  a  catastrophic  illness 
plan  to  cover  everyone  now  covered 
by  Medicare.  No  one  over  64  would 
pay  more  than  $500  a  year  for  covered 
hospital  or  nursing  home  care  or  more 
than  $250  a  year  for  doctor  bills. 

JOBS:  Carter  says,  “The  major 
priority  of  the  next  administration  has 
got  to  be  unemployment.”  He 
supports  the  Humphrey-Hawkins  bill 
aimed  at  reducing  adult 
unemployment  to  3  per  cent  by  1980, 
but  says  he  prefers  job  creation  in  the 
private  rather  than  the  public  sector. 
Ford  also  stresses  private  employment. 
“But,”  he  says,  “the  federal 
government  can  create  conditions  and 
incentives  for  private  industry  to  make 
more  and  more  jobs.”  He  says  he 
expects  unemployment  to  fall  below  7 
per  cent  this  year  and  6  per  cent  next 
year.  Ford’s  goal  is  2 Vt  million  new 
jobs  a  year.  That  would  take  care  of 
the  2  million  who  normally  join  the 
labor  force  every  year  and  would 
reduce  unemployment  by  500,000. 

TAXES:  Carter  promises  a 
comprehensive  reform  plan  by  the  first 
part  of  1978.  He  says  he  cannot 
provide  specifics  now,  but  has  four 
principles:  “Treat  all  income  the 
same  .  .  .  tax  income  only  once  ...  a 
progressive  tax  rate  .  .  .  greatly 
simplify  the  whole  system.”  He  says 
his  aim  is  to  increase  taxes  for  those 
earning  higher  incomes  and  decrease 
taxes  for  those  in  lower  and 
middle-income  brackets.  Ford  says  his 
tax  objectives  “are  threefold  —  greater 
equity,  greater  simplification,  and 
lpwer  taxes.”  He  says  benefits  should 
be  “directed  toward  middle  and  lower 
income  tax  payers  and  incentives  for 
creation  of  new  jobs  by  business.”

Howe  tale  jolts  political  ghost

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  A 
freshman  Utah  congressman  becomes 
Embroiled  in  scandal  which  threatens 
tiis  reputation  and  his  hopes  for 
re-election. 

He  insists  he’s  innocent  and  truthful. 
‘He  says  the  charges  against  him  are 
politically  motivated. 

His  vivacious  wife  and  a  devoted 
corps A of  supporters  remain  loyal 
throughout  his  troubles. 

The  newspapers  call  for  restraint 
until  all  the  facts  are  known. 

Finally,  his  party’s  state  central 
committee  holds  an  emergency 
meeting  and  repudiates  him. 

So  far  it  could  be  the  story  of  Rep. 
Allan  T.  Howe-Utah’s  embattled 
Democratic  2nd  District  congressman, 
s  twice  convicted  on  a  morals  charge, 
'repudiated  by  his  party,  facing  an 
^  uncertain  future  after  a  brief  stay  in 
the  spotlight. 

But  the  Howe  saga  could,  in  many 
;  ways,  be  a  reflection  of  the  ghost  of 
1  Douglas  Stringfellow,  a  bright,  young, 
up-and-coming  congressman  from 
Utah’s  1st  District  whose  single  term 
ended  in  national  disgrace  more  than 
two  decades  ago. 

If  Howe  is  counting  on  Utah’s 
capacity  to  forgive  and  forget,  he 
might  take  some  comfort  in  now 
largely  unremembered  “strange  case  of 


Rep.  Stringfellow,”  as  the  media  in  the 
mid  1950s  called  it.  But  any  such 
comfort  could  be  balanced  by  the 
record  of  Stringfellow’s  swift  fall  from 
glory  and  his  untimely  death. 

The  two  congressmen’s  histories  part 
ways  at  one  key  point-admission  of 
guilt.  Newspapers  from  Stringfellow’s 
time  show  his  confession  brought  a 
measure  of  sympathy,  understanding 
and  forgiveness,  while  Howe,  still 
bucking  the  decisions  of  two  juries, 
has  been  subjected  to  considerable 
rancor  from  officialdom. 

Stringfellow,  a  Mormon  native  of 
Ogden,  Utah,  elected  in  1952  at  the 
age  of  30,  presented  himself  a  secret 
agent  and  a  war  hero— the  latter  a 
strong  political  asset  in  that  post-war 
era,  as  exemplified  by  the  head  of  his 
Republican  party’s  ticket  that  year, 
Gen.  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower. 

Disabled  in  a  mine  field  explosion, 
he  had  won  the  American  Legion’s 
“Operation  Comeback”  award  the 
year  before  his  election.  In  1954, 
during  his  campaign  for  re-election,  he 
was  honored  on  the  national  television 
tearjerker  “This  is  Your  Life,”  his  war 
exploits  figuring  prominently. 

That  same  year  he  was  named  one  of 
the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce’s  10 
outstanding  young  men. 

Sixteen  days  before  the  ’54  election, 
however,  the  congressman  tearfully 
confessed  on  televison  that  he  was  a 
phony-no  war  hero,  no  secret  agent, 


only  a  liar  and  a  fraud.  He  offered  to 
withdraw  as  a  candidate  and  his  party 
took  him  up  on  it. 

Stringfellow  had  told  an  elaborate 
story  of  his  heroism.  In  Oct.  1944,  he 
said,  he  and  29  other  men  met  in  the 
basement  of  the  White  House  with 
President  Franklin  Roosevelt  to  plot  a 
dangerous  mission  behind  Nazi  lines  in 
Germany.  The  president  said  the 
mission  was  so  dangerous  that  the  30 
men,  supposedly  agents  of  the  ‘cloak 
and  dagger”  Office  of  Strategic 
Services  OSS,  must  be  considered 
“dispensable,”  Stringfellow’s  story 
went. 

The  young  Utahn  said  he  led  the 
contingent  behind  the  lines,  captured 
scientist  Dr.  Otto  Hahn,  but  was 
himself  captured  by  the  Gestapo, 
imprisoned  at  Belsen  prison  camp  and 
tortured.  Escaping  later,  he  was  the 
only  survivor  among  the  30  brave  men 
with  him,  he  said. 

Then  in  October,  1954,  the  Army 
Times  headlined  a  story  questioning 
and  disputing,  from  military  records, 
Stringfellow’s  story.  His  records 
showed  he  was  no  hero  and,  indeed,  he 
had  been  discharged  as  a  private  first 
class  with  no  distinguishing  slate  of 
accomplishments,  the  newspaper  said. 

Stringfellow  was  indignant  and 
outraged. 

“Coming  on  the  eve  of  the 
November  elections,  it  seems  perfectly 
clear  that  this  unfounded  attack  is 


politically  inspired,”  he  charged.  He 
retold  his  war  stories  in  even  more 
vivid  detail  and  called  upon  President 
Eisenhower  to  open  secret  files  to 
prove  him  right. 

With  his  wife  Shirley  (firends  called 
her  “Lee”)  always  at  his  side, 
Stringfellow  went  throughout  his 
district  proclaiming,  “I  shall  go  on 
with  my  candidacy  for  re-election  to 
Congress.”

Stringfellow  was 
never  able  to  name  any  of  the  29  men 
with  him  on  his  “mission.”  His 
statements  and  stories  began  to 
contradict  themselves. 


'Taste 


The  newspapers,  at  first,  took  a 
“wait  and  see”  attitude.  “At  this 
point,  there  is  only  one  honorable 
reaction  to  the  Stringfellow  war  record 
affair.  That  is  to  reserve  judgment  and 
to  do  it  with  complete  open  and 
fairmindedness,”  said  one  in  an  early 
editorial,  echoed  this  year  following 
Howe’s  arrest  for  sex  solicitation. 


But  the  falsehood  continued  to 
unfold.  Bowed  with  head  in  hands  and 
tears  streaming  from  his  eyes, 
Stringfellow  told  a  television  audience 
he  had  lied.  He  was  not  an  OSS  agent, 
had  not  been  behind  the  lines,  had 
captured  no  one,  was  not  captured 
himself,  was  no  hero  of  any  kind.
